Dr. Stenche v e r, after 
studying the cells of both 
groups and noticing differ¬ 
ences between them, has 
concluded that the use of 
marijuana is a cause of 
chromosome breakage in the 
white blood cells. He also 
notes that this breakage oc¬ 
curred at learly the same 
rate whether marijuana use 
was casual and light, or 
heavy, and the effect was 
the same on men and wo¬ 
men. Dr. Stenchever strong¬ 
ly suspects that THC is the 
agent in marijuana causing 
the breakage. He is, at pre¬ 
sent, conducting tests on this 
theory. 

One of the most interest¬ 
ing conclusions that Dr- 
gtenchever makes is to shift 
the blame from LSD to mari¬ 
juana as a chromosome- 
breaking agent. LSD was 
originally blamed in the 
early tests, but every one of 
the patients was also a 
chronic user of marijuana. 

The LSD - tests also studied 
140 pregnant women and 
discovered an abnormal rate 
of birth defects. It is pos¬ 
sible that marijuana was 
one of the unknown contri¬ 
butors to those defects 
through chromosome break¬ 
age.

Why wourd 
a company offer so much 
more for the company than 
it is selling for on the mar¬ 
ket? 

A. — While the price that 
a stock sells for on the stock 
market represents what you 
could get for your shares in 
the company if you sold 
them at the moment, it 
doesn’t necessarily represent 
the real value of the com¬ 
pany.

q. — My son. a college 
student, has suddenly de¬ 
cided tc go into business for 
himself. It seems that an¬ 
other student who he knows 
slightly has told him there 
is a great deal of money to 
he made through a company 
that distributes .household 
products. 

I do not know when my 
son expects to find time 
after school to sell house¬ 
hold products, but he says 
the actual selling is not the 
important thing. The money 
comes from commissions you 
make through bringing other 
salesmen into the system. 
He has visions of this thing 
growing until he is a 
wealthy distributor. 

My son will have to make 
a substantial investment in 
order to get into this sys¬ 
tem. He wants to borrow the 
money, expecting to pay it 
back out of his new wealth. 
What do you think of this 
plan? 

A. — Tell your son to coo! 
down. These pyramid -type 
selling schemes trat concen¬ 
trate on making money by 
recruiting salesmen, rather 
than by selling the product, 
have brought many people a 
lot of grief. 

Your son was probably 
given a big pitch about the 
money he can make in re¬ 
bates by bringing in friends, 
who will bring in their 
friends, and on and on. But 
look at it this way: If or.e 
salesman recruits six others, 
each of whom recruits six 
more, and so forth, the num¬ 
ber of salesmen would reach 
over 10 million in just nine 
steps. Obviously, it will not 
happen. There will just not 
he enough interested people' 
to keep the pyiamid grow-

ing beyond' a certain point. 1 

Furthermore, the percent¬ 
age he gets from sales by 
his recruits will not amount 
to much if everyone in the 
system is more interested in 
recruiting than in selling 
the product. 

If your son is interested 
in geeting into a legitimate , 
distributorship, he should be 
fully aware of the time and 
hard work involved. He 
should find a firm that con¬ 
centrates on selling a good 
product, employing quali¬ 
fied distributors and sales¬ 
men, and backing them with 
a strong advertising pro¬ 
gram. 

Q. — What dc you know 
about these firms that ad¬ 
vertise that they will deve¬ 
lop and market your inven¬ 
tion? 

A. — If the firm asks you 
for a large fee in advance 
for their services in market¬ 
ing your invention, I would 
be very, very careful. How 
do you know you will get 
anything back for your 
money? If the firm wants 
a lot of money from you at 
the outset, it is entirely pos¬ 
sible that such advance fees 
from inventors are their 
main source of income. 

A firm whoso main con¬ 
cern is to flatter that ad¬ 
vance fee out of you may 
tell you your invention is so 
great that they are going to 
go to tremendous expense in 
marketing it just so that 
’hey and you can profit 
from the royalties that will 
pour in. But remember that 
after you have paid youi 
money, all you have is what 
is written in your contract. 
What t.hev have is your 
money. 

It has been charged that 
some advance-fee marketing 
firms do only minimal work 
such as drawing up dia¬ 
grams. Unless you have 
come hard evidence, do not 
simply assume that the firm 
is any more capable of mar¬ 
keting your invention than 
you would be yourself. 

Q. — I understand that 
the BBB will give a con¬ 
sumer a summary of BBB 
file information on a store 
or husiness with which the 
consumer may be consider¬ 
ing dealing. I also know that 
the BBB is supported by 
dues paid by businesses 
which make up the member¬ 
ship of your organization 
Now, if i call you for a re¬ 
port on a business which is 
a member of your BBB, how 
can I expect to get a fair 
report? 

A. — You will get a fair 
report. Whether or not a 
firm is a member of the 
BBB, we will tell you wheth¬ 
er we have had complaints 
and whether the firm has 
cooperated in res o 1 v i n g 
them. 

If one of our member 
firms comes to deserve a bad 
report because It is not 
treating its customers pro¬ 
perly, that firm will not be 
a member for long. The 
purpose of the BBB is to up¬ 
hold ethical standards of 
business practice. Members 
must agree to our standards 
in order to belong to the 
BBB.

PROVEN LEADER — 
FOR MORE 
THAN 65 YEARS 


Californians quaffed dis¬ 
tilled spirits, beer and wine 
in record amounts during 
the past fiscal year, pour¬ 
ing alcoholic beverage reve¬ 
nue dollars into the state 
coffers, according to State 
Board of Equalization chair 
man George R. Reilly. 

Beer consumption led the 
way in 1973-74 with a 6.4 per¬ 
cent increase over 1972-73 
figures. Per capita consump¬ 
tion rose to 20.7 gallons, a 
substantial gain over the 
1972-73 per capita figure of 
19.6 gallons. A possible con¬ 
tributing factor, according to 
board analysts was that the 
selling price of beer .has not 
increased as significantly as 
wine, a competing beverage. 
A total of $16,755,464 in re¬ 
venue was paid on 418,886,- 
589 gallons of beer, con¬ 
sumed. 

Distilled spirits enjoyed a 
moderate gain of 3.8 per 
cent over the prior year with 
a per capita increase of 3.0 
per cent at 2.41 gallons, up 
from the 1972-73 per capita 
figure of 2.34 gallons. Reve¬ 
nue on distilled spirits top- 
pedthe $100 million mane 
for the first time in Califor¬ 
nia’s history as $100,416,839 
was paid on 50,208,419 gal¬ 
lons. 

Wine consumption in Cali¬ 
fornia suffered 1 a drastic 


turn around. The increase in 
the consumption of wine 
during 1973-74 over the pre¬ 
vious year was 81,000 gal¬ 
lons or one-tenth of one per 
cent, the smallest increase 
since 1955-56. The average 
increase per year from 1954 
55 through 1972-73 has been 
2.7 million gallons, or 6.1 
per cent per year. Wine con- 
cumption per capita dropped 
for the first time since 
1961-62. For 1973-74 it was 
3 53 gallons per capita, a 
slight decrease from the 
prior year’s 3.57 gallons per 
capita. 

Price increases and union 
boycotts are cited by board 
analysists as possible con¬ 
tributing factors for the de¬ 
crease in wine consumption 
per capita. Future prices 
may be affected by the po¬ 
tential increase in produc¬ 
tion from the substantial 
new plantings of wine 
grapes. 

During 1973-74 California 
wine growers produced over 
70 per cent of all the wine 
consumed' in the United 
States. The latest California 
Grape Acreage Report indi¬ 
cates 200,000 acres of new 
plantings from 1969-70 to 
1973-74. This is six times the 
acreage planted the previous 
five years. When the new 
vines come into full bearing, 


production of wine could be 
nearly double the 1973-74 
output. 

The total gallonage of 
wine consumed was up 
slightly from 73,535,429 gal¬ 
lons in 1972-73 to 73,655,717 
gallons in 1973-74, but the 
amount of revenue dwindled 
from $2,145,094 to $2,100,610. 
This seeming contradiction 
is caused by different types 
of wine being taxed at dif¬ 
ferent rates. Champa g n r , 
taxed at 30 cent per gallon, 
dropped 115,000 gallons or 


$35,000 in revenue. Wine of 
over 14 per cent alcohol, 
taxed at 2 cents per gallon, 
decreased 1.616,000 gallons, 
or $32,000 in revenue. Wine 
of 14 per cent or less alcohol 
taxed' at 1 cent per gallon, 
increased 1,812,000 gallons, 
up $191,000 in revenue. Since 
the decrease in gallonage 
was in the higher tax rate 
wine and the increase in 
gallonage was in the lowest 
taxed wine the revenue de¬ 
clined although the total 
gallonage increased.

It has long been established in our government that 
no elected official isupposed to receive a raise in salary 
during the term for which he was elected. When any 
candidate runs for election he knows in advance what 
the salary is, and if the people elect him, he is supposed 
to fulfill the contract ho agreed to in advance. 

A recent case in point was where the Congress, during 
the Johnson administration, decided the salary of the 
President should be raised to $200,000 a year and passed 
a law to that affect. However, that salary raise could not 
to President Johnson during his term of office, 
to Mr. Johnson’s successor Mr.

But, now the Los Angeles County Board of Super¬ 
visors have placed a measure on the November 5th ballot, 
which if voted for by the people, would permit the Board 
of Supervisors to raise the salaries of the County Sheriff, 
Assessor and District Attorney every 12 months if they 
so desired, and there would be no limit at all on how 
much these salary raises could be. 

The salaries of these officials could be raised $10,000 
a year, every year they were in office. This would mean 
that an official getting $45,000 a year could be getting 
$90,000 a year in four years. And there is no end to that. 

Another proposition on the ballot will be a measure 
to permit the Legislature, instead of the Board of Regents 
to set the tuition fees for the University of California. 
For years the appointed Board of Regents have set the 
tuition in the regular course of their duties as administra¬ 
tors of the University. 

This is the way it should be done. The Legislature 
is not an administrative body and tution should not be 
a poltical grab bag for partisans in the legislature. It 
is my view that the real and hidden purpose of this 
measure is to enable the legislature to install free tuition 
at the University of California, and put the entire cost 
on the backs of the taxpayers. 

One of the reasons California taxpayers are being 
socked so hard is that everyday something else free is 
offered to entice voters. Free tuition at the state univer¬ 
sity would bring a flood of out-of-state students to en¬ 
joy the big free ride in the golden state of sunshine. We 
have far too many young people under the age of 25 
enjoying a “carnival" of welfare without working in 
California already.
